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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The replacement drawing sheets filed 1-18-2005 are acceptable. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
(US 6,104,016) (previously cited), in view of Melink et al (US 6,170480) (newly cited). 

Lee shows an over a range type microwave oven with a vent hood assembly controlled by 
a hood motor 30 and a sensor 7 with a controller 10. The sensor 7 senses heat and/or fumes 
within the hood duct to control the operation of the vent hood motor. It does not explicitly show 
that the controller determines the amount of fumes sensed by the sensor and compares the value 
with predetermined references to control the on-off of the motor within a desired range. Melink 
shows a kitchen exhaust system with a range hood 34 and a sensor 82 located at the inlet of the 
hood for sensing cooking by-products such as, water vapor, grease particles, smoke and aerosols, 
etc. It uses two predetermined volume rates according to the sensed level to control the on-off of 
the exhaust system (see Figures 1-3 and 10 and col. 7, line 9 - col. 11, line 44). It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify 
Lee to compare the sensor value with a first and a second predetermined references to control the 
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operation of the fan hood so that the exhaust system is operating within a desired range for better 
air exhausting effect, in view of the teaching of Melink. In regard to claim 2, Melink shows the 
sensor 82 is located in an intake part to the fan hood 34 (see Figure 1). In regards to claims 4, 9, 
1 1 and 17, both Melink also shows the use of a filter (see col. 5, lines 53-55 and col. 1 1, line 45 - 
col. 12, line 2) for purifying the polluted air to be routine in range hoods. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
